This program, you notic:, takes no 
account of her work with the younger 
children. Often the farm woman 
11ust supply the wood-box c coal-hod, 
bring in the water from a distant 
well, milk the cows 4nd spade the gar- 
den. That the average American farm 
is over burdened with physical labors, 
and that her complex duties of mother 
and housekeeper are carried on under 
inexcusably hard conditions as com- 
pared with thoge that obtain on the 
farm. must be charged to traditional 
habits of thought; yet the effect on 
the home ani community life is » 
large factor in~ producing the vey 
conditions from which » large a per- 
centage of country people seek to es- 
cape by moving to towns.
